‘This city has been plagued 
for the past few years by an 
influx of solicitiors, beggars and 
fhádlers according to Clarence 
Tilton, tax asseasor. 

‘Tilton, who supervises the 
issuance of licenses to itinerant 
tradesmen and solicitors says 
many of these people are work- 
ing more or less of a racket. 

‘The sum of money taken from 
residents of this city by illegal 
solicitation and begging amounts 
e thousands of dollars. 

Tilton explained that if this 
money were left in the city and 
of the residents

there would be a backlog 


dog into open doors to place 
his tin cup directly in front of 
each person in a room and leave 
the room by leading his dog to 
the door. 

Another group is the charity 
solicitors, Tilton said. These 
persons present a brochure of 
their work; however, upon in- 
vestigation, one would not find 
one affidavit to any of their 
statements.“ They are collecting 
directly for themselves. 

“Remember, folks,” Tilton 
said, “they have been working. 
this up to a fine point over a 
period of years where it is dif- 
ficult for the public.to distin- 
guish the honest from the dis- 
honest. 

“So to be safe, give nothing 
to an unknown solicitor or beg- 
gar unless he holds a city lic- 


against the proverbial rainy 
day or slack season. Tilton said 
a backlog of money in the hands 
of Belle Glade residents would 
provide security rather than a 
racketeer's vacation. 

“This year especially,” Til- 
ton said, “it was noted that 
blind and deaf and dumb beg- 
gars do not come to the city for 
a no cost license because they 
know that upon investigation, 
it would be shown that they 
are fakes in most cases.” 

Tilton cited one example of 
a supposedly blind man who 
would walk past offices with a

Engineers Seen 


Civilian engingers of practic- 
ally all categories are urgently 
needed to fill position vacan- 
cies, according to an announce- 
ment today from the Jackson- 
ville District, Corps of Engin- 
eers. 

Personnel Officer, Fred 
Curry, stated that Civil Service 
registers of eligible employees 
have been exhausted in the 
more critical classification and 
that vacancies would be filled 
without assembled examina- 
tions, 

"We will give immediate em- 
ployment to qualified engineers 
in the fields of hydraulics, struc- 
tural, civil, electrical, mechani- 
cal, and architectural,” he stat- 
ed. The greatest need exists 
for hydraulic and structural en- 
gineers. Curry emphasized that 
while the work is under the 
Army Engineers, that the posi- 
tions are entirely civilian and 
can lead to career Civil Service 
stattus with its attendant em- 
ployment benefits. 

Most of the positions are in 
the Jacksonville District Office, 
but some are in area offices 
over the state and in the field. 
The district office directs a $40

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Federal child labor laws are 
designed to. keep school-age 
children out-of farm work dur- 
ing school hours, and penalties 
for wilful violations can be stiff, 
according to a warning issued 
here today by Clem J. Denicke, 
investigation supervisor of the 
U. S. Labor Department's Wage 
and Hour Division here. 

Denicke said that every farm- 
er who intends to hire children 
to dig potatoes or perform 
other agricultural jobs 
should be careful to secure 
complete information about this 
law in order to avoid uninten- 
tional violations. 

The federal law makes it il- 
legal for children under 16 to 
work on a farm at any time dur- 
ing school hours for the district 
where the child is currently 
living. The only exception to 
this provision allows a parent 


.|to employ his own children on 


his own farm. The child may 
not work for neighbors or other 
farmers during school hours. 

"Children of migrant families 
are restricted in their work on 
farms to times outside school 
hours in any district where they 
are then located," Denicke ex- 
plained. He added that farm 
work hours of casual or chance 
visitors from nearby areas are 
governed by school hours of the 
district where their homes are 
peated since they usually re- 
turn to their homes each night. 

No prohibition exists against 
employing children in agricul- 
ture outside school hours, on 

pp holidays, weekends or at 
other times when school is not 
in session. Denicke said many 
localities established crop holi- 
days for short harvest periods; 
this allows children of all ages 
to assist in gathering crops. 

The Fair Labor Standards 
Act provides for penalties up to 
1 $10,000 fine upon conviction 
of wilful violations of the child- 
labor requirements, A second 
zonviction of wilful violation 
may result in similar fine, im- 
orisonment for 6 months, or 
both. 

Farmers in this area should 
»e sure to learn the correct age 
of any young person they iñ- 
tend to employ. He said the 
farmer is protected from uni 
entional violation of the child 
abor provisions of the law if 
he has an appropriate certific- 
ite of age, which shows the 
young person to be at least 16. 
fn Florida the certificates may 
be obtained from the county 
chool superintendents.
